His disclaimer of racial or 
creed prejudice, or intolerance on 
the part of the order, sustained, so 
he alleged, by documentary exhibits, 
and his firm declaration that he had 
never ordered the use of the hooded 
regalia for any act in violation of 
the laws of any state or of the na- 
tion, or of good order, were simply 
but emphatically stated, and he was 
permitted to proceed without the 
embarrassment of interrogation. 

Colonel Simmons was intreduced 
by Congressman W. D. Upshaw, who 
spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman: Ever since I 
have been in cOngress, I have made 
it a rule, along with my other col- 
leagues, to show my constituents 
every possible courtesy When they 
come to Washington.

‘It is my official duty, as well as 
my personal pleasure, to introduce 
to this committee today one of my 
prominent constituents. 

“I do not know what Colonel Wil- 
liam Joseph Simmons is going to say 
to you, but knowing his sterling 
character as I do, I am prepared to 
underwrite his every utterance as 
the truth of an honest, patriotic 
man. Ido not know ‘what. all’ Colo- 
nel Simmons has been doing behind 
closed doors, but I do know that, as 
a sturdy and inspiring personality, 
as a loyal veteran of the Spanish- 
American war,asan honored Knight 
Templar and member of something 
like a dozen other well-known fra- 
ternal orders, as a oonsecrated 
churchman, and a God-fearing citi- 
zen and patriot, he is as incapable 
of an unworthy, unpatriotic motive, 
word or deed, as the chairman of 
this committee, the speaker of the 
house of representatives, or the 
president of the United States. 

Prevented Mobbings. 

“I have known this good man to 
use his great influence to stop an 
incipient race riot. I have known 
him to dispense benevolence to a 
negro educational institution. I 
have known him to prevent negroes

Testimony of Ethridge. 

The following is the verbatim tes- 
timony given by Paul 8. Ethridge 
today before the rules committee of 
congress: 

“I pad not intended to make any 
statement or give any testimony 
before this committee, but during 
the progress of the hearing on yes- 
terday and this morning several al- 
lusions to happenings alleged to 
have occurred in and around Atlan- 
ta have been made, and that be- 
ing my home town [I am more or 
less familiar with these matters, 
and feel that I may be able to fur- 
nish the committee with facts which 
will in a measure clear up and 


‘counteract the effect of misinforma- 


tion now before it with reference 
to these alleged happenings. 

“First, it was definitely asserted 
by C. Anderson Wright that Mrs. 
Elizabeth Tyler is the controlling 
force, the power behind the throne, 
and the director of all the admin- 
istrative affairs of the organization 
that both Colonel Simmons and Mr. 
Clarke are subject to her direction 
and orders. ,I have been @2 mem- 
ber of the imperial body (board 
of directors) of this order for more 
than four years, practically since 
its origin. YI think I have attended 
every official meeting of the body, 
have frequently been. calied in con- 
sultation with the officials regard- 
ing the policies and administrative 
affairs of the order. I never saw 
Mra. Tyler before July 4, 1921, on 
Which date I was casually intro- 
duced to her at a Fourth of July 
celebration in the city of Atlanta. 
I have never had a conversation 
or conference with her regarding 
any of the business or administra- 
tive policies of the order. nor do 
I know of her ever having had any- 
thing whatsoever to do with them. 
She is not eligible to attend, nor 
has she ever attended a meeting 
of the imperial body. and I have 
nevey heard of her directly or in- 
directly assuming to give direction 
to the affairs of the order. What 
her activities have been and the 
nature of same in connection with 


jthe propagation end of the work I 


do not know. I am familiar with 
the contract between the klan and 
Mr. Clarke, and I understand that 
she is his assistant, how much au- 
thority she asserts or exercises’ In 
this denartment. I do not know. 
for that fs entirely separate from 
the workings and operations of the 
order as such, and ts covered by the 
contract referred to. 
Quiet Little Cottage. . 


“T also know somewhat about the 
property on Howell Mill road which 
she is said to own. I knew the 
property when it was owned by my 
friend Frank E. Radensleben. It is 


a quiet little country cottage with 
a few acres of land, not on one 
of the main thoroughfares of the 
county, it could not represent in 
value more than ten or twelve 
thousand dollars. 

“Reference was made in his testi- 
mony by Mr. Thomas, of The New 
York World, to the discharging by 
the school board of Atlanta of Miss 
Riordan, a city school teacher, and 
this act was accredited by him to 
the klan and he attributed it to 
the fact that she is a Catholic. 1 
know personally every member of 
the school board and am familiar 
with the method which has for 
years existed on the board with 
reference to the election or re 
‘election of teachers. It ts the cus- 
tom with the board to elect, re- 
elect, or not re-elect teachers an- 
nually. A teacher fg not discharg- 
ed, but merely fails of re-election. 
At the particular time referred to 
Miss Riordan was not re-elected. 
a number of other teachers likewise 
failed of re-election as did the su- 
perintendent, Professor Ww. F. 
Dykes, all of these so far as I know 
or believe were protestants. Any 
one familiar with conditions exist- 
ing in the public school system of 
Atlanta during recent years knows 
that there has existed some fric- 
tion between the board and the 
teaching force of the schools. It 
is true that Miss Riordan charged 
in the press that she was dropped 
because of her religious affilia- 
tions, and I am not in position to 
say that that fact had no bearing 
on the case, but I was informed by 
a member of the board that she 
was one of those teachers who had 
stirred up trouble between the 
teachers and the board, that she 
was an organizer and agitator 
among the teachers, and for that 
reason she was dropped. Whether 
that is true or not I] ecannot Say. 
One thing however, I wish to make 
plain to this committee, namely, 
there was not a member of the 
board who was a klansman. 


Lakewood Tragedy. 


“Reference was made by both Mr. 
Thomas and Mr. Wright to the Lake- 
wood tragedy when and where a 
man was killed, another wounded 
by a man named Thomas, Mr. 
Thomas testifying that it was a 
well-known fact that this was an 
act perpetrated by the Atlanta klan, 
because Thomas was thought 0 
have been guilty of selling weiners 
to negroes, both witnesses testify- 
ing that W. 8S. Coburn was the su- 
preme attorney and was employed 
by the kKlan to defend two of the 
men to wit: Pitts and Schute, in 
an action brought in the criminal 
courts against them for alleged 
participation in the affair, Thomas 
stating that the criminal action was 
dropped and not prosecuted. This 
tragedy caused considerable inter- 
est in the community but so far 
from its being a well recognized 


}and acknowledged operation of the 


local klan I do not recall having 
heard that it was ever in any way 
attributed to the klan except it is 
a fact that Thomas’ attorney gave 
out a statement that Thomas had 
received several blackhand letters 
threatening him with violence and

signed ‘The Thousand Eyes’ or ‘The 
Eves of a Thousand Real Men’ and 
the attorney asserted his belief that 
the klan had something to do with 
the sending of the letters. 

“The significant fact is that the 
men Pitts and Schute whether 
kiansmen or not I do not know, 
were indicted before the grand jury 
of Fulton county upon a bill drawn 
against them by the solicitor-gen- 
eral who ‘is'a klansman and they 
were prosecuted by the solicitor be- 
fore the jury in the criminal divi- 
sion of Fulton superior court. The 
case was not withdrawn but was 
vigorously prosecuted and a verdict 
of acquittal rendered. The charge 
was assault with intent to murder. 
Thomas was never indtcted or tried. 
Mr. Coburn was not the supreme 
attorney of the kian. I held that 
office then as now, and I was never 
consulted nor conferred with in con- 
nection wit! this affair by the im- 
perial body ‘any member there- 
of nor by anujyune connected with the 
local kian.”

It has offered big 
rewards for capture of law-break- 
ers posing as kiansmen, and its rec- 
ords show where it has provided 
substantial aid for those needing it. 
In the six years I have been with 
the order I have received only $12,- 
000 and my Atlanta home was the 
gift of members, most of whom sub- 
scribed less than a dollar.

WOULD BAR USE 
OF MAILS TO SEND 
OUT BETTING ODDS 


Washington, October 12.—Trans- 
mission through the mails of newasa- 
papers publishing betting odds on 
horse races, prize fights “and other 
contests of speed, strength or skill” 
would be prohibited under a bill 
passed today without a roll call, 
by the house. Senate concurrence 
is needed before the measure can 
become a law. 

Introduced by Representative 
Ramseyer, republican, Iowa, the bill 
was designed to further tighten the 
postal laws to exclude fraudulent 
devices and lottery paraphernalia 
from the mails. Representative 
Walsh, republican, Massachusetts,

Scrubs Able to Fling 
Some Long Ones in the 
Battle With the Varsity 
Squad.

We played a regular game yvester- 
uay—twelve minute quarters and 
all the rest of the inflictions. Coach 
Alex was referee and he called every 
littie thing, especially the slightest 
tendency to be in motion. But I 
will tell you why later. Let’s get 
on with the scrimmage. It was the 
varsity line and pony backfield that 


took their places opposite a minia- 
ture Rutgers. 

And it was a game from start to 
finish. Rutgers Junior was playing 
better than it knew how. They had 
plenty or drive and fight. The var- 
sity played exceptionally well on 
the defense but for a change the 
defense wag slightly weak. Prob- 
ably due to the newness and abso- 
lute difference of the new forma- 
tions. 

_We are stjll weak on our defen- 
Sive pass work. Tobe Edwards, that 
demon scrub end, pulled down a 
neat one for 40 yards and came 
very near to scoring a touchdown. 
Only a beautiful tackle by the safe- 
ty man saved the varsity from such 
humiliation. 


Several Passes Completed. 


Several times they completed 
passes for a gain of 10 to 15 yards. 
This is due I believe, to a little mis- 
judgment on the part of the back- 
ers-up. They have a tendency to 
Stick with the end, thus leaving the 
outside man open for a long one. 
McConnell, a tackle, on.a trick for- 
mation that Rutgers uses very 
much, pulled one out of the atmos- 
there for a long gain. We have 
not yet learned to watch all the 
eligible backs. 

Rutgers has an end run which is 
particularly dangerous to the shift- 
ed side. They shift four men on one 
side of the center and then bring 
the short end around on the run. 
The backfield is heavily shifted to 
the strong side giving them about 
seven men in the interference. Their 
purpose seems to be to turn the 
tackle in and boxethe end out leav- 
ing a hole for the runner. 


Triple Pass Works. 


The varsity did some fine running 
on Offense. They intercepted one 
Pass for a touchdown, not a man 
touching the runner. Al Staton, re- 
covered a fumble for a marker. The 
end runs worked like a charm. Sev- 
eral times Dewey Scarborough 
made 15 to 20 yards on a dash 
around end. The most gratifying 
thing ever was to see the way the 
triple pass worked.

This is undoubtedly the 
prettiest play in football when it 
is executed operly. 

You hear three almost simultane- 
ous thumps, and the next thing you 
see a man literally flying around 
one of the ends, It is a very hard 
play to master, but once acquired, 
it can ever be used to a decided 
advantage. So mach for that. You 
will have a chance to form your own 
opinion of it Saturday afternoon.

It was his plan to 
cause a long pause to be made on 
the opposing team to see just what 
you are up to. 

You have probably wondered just 
what effect all this commotion 
would have on the jump shift, as 
we uSe it at Tech. So set your mind 
at ease. As far as Tech is con- 
eerned, Foster Sandford might as 
well not have mentioned anytning 
about the shift.

On 
the whole, re was well pleased with 
the shift and the plawWne in gen- 
eral, especially the way that the 
Tech team followed the ball in the 
second quarter of the Davidson 
game.
